ALEXANDER THE GREAT.

Alexander tho Great won born in 


Macedonia, B. C. S6G. Ho was ono of 
Kin? Phllip'b gons, No. IS, Series B, 
and 
\viub BO handsome and 
accom- 


plished that hl<f loving father got Jeal- 
ous of him and ,tried to ventilate him 
\\lth a &piM-r during a social session 
of tho Anialgamatcd, Sons ot Thxm- 
clcr, at which a largo number ot kegs 
hp.d been tapped. 


At this lime Macedonia 
Is 
being- 


pawed over by many armies 
to its 


great damage, but nt that time It waa 
light-wolght champion' oC tho fighting 
•world and everybody treated It with 
reapcct. 
When, Alexander became ro- 


^cnt at tho ago of 16, he organized 
the justly celebrated Macedonian pha- 
lanx and roamed over his onemlca ao 
successfully that in a few months he 
was boss of Greece and -wnp able to 
appoint a personal friend postmaster 
o£ Athena. 


Alexander at thU time was beauti- 


ful, accomplished and witty, lie was 
a fine frwordsman and had 'been edu- 
cated by Aristotle. 13very Greek lot- 
tor society in Hellas was 
craay 
to 


pledge him, btit he ituck to business 
and organized an army for the con- 
quest of Persia* 


At this time 
Persia stretched 
al- 


most all over the far ooet and was 
fifty ttmas aa mrgo as Greece with an 
army which would havo made Knlsot 
Wilhelm's look small and lonesome. 
But Alexander didn't care. He took 
over 70,000 foot soldiers and 7,000 cav- 
alry and when he met, T>ariua with a 
million troops and a whole .fleet oC ele- 
phants he tunneled through tho oppo- 
sition time and again with entlro suc- 
cess.

CAR BUYING 


Tho First Half or 1913 Exceeded Bec- 


oid of First Half of 1912. 


During the first six months of tho 
yeai 1013, a total of 85,000 cars waa 
purchased by the railroads of the 
United States according to authorita- 
tive records 
compiled by leading 
builders 
This total considerably ex- 


ceeds the record of car purchases for 
the first half of 3912, which reached 
about 50,000. The heaviest buying of 
cars, however, in 1912, did not come 
until the last half. In the final six 
months peilod ot last year from 150,- 
000 to 175,000 cars were 
ordered, 
which brought the total of the year 
up to approximately 235,000 cars, or 
the highest mark in history. 


The present year started oft &MS*> 


picously in car purchases and more 
than 50 000 cars "were ordered during 
January and Fabruary. In March, the 
movement subsided and sales wera 
very fevi. 
There wad Borne revival 


in April, when more than 15,000 cars 
were placed, and this continued on, a; 
reduced scale in May. The month of 
June just closed was the lightest of 
the year in equipment purchases. 
Only about 2,500 cars were placed 
In that period.

no one "best breed" of chicken*. There 
are four or five "best breeds," with 
from two to seven "best vorletle*" in 
each breed 
If you don't believe It, 


glance through the files of'-any poultry 
journal and see the Dumber of "best 
breeds" mentioned in their free read- 
ing notices. 


One man proves that the "White Or- 


pingtons are the "best breed," because 
he got Mme. Paderewski to admit she 
paid $5,000 for five of hi* chickens. 
Another man clinches the pennant for 
tbe White Plymouth'Koeka 1)y saying 
that a pen ot 30 hena earned J3.BOO 
for him last year, their eggs selllnc 
for ?3u a settting 
And so It goe*. 


As far as tho city or suburban poul- 


try keeper l& concerned, he can make 
his choice of chickens entirely upon 
sentimental grounds. 


Remember that the breed' deter- 


mines the size and shape of the fowl, 
and the variety determines the color 
—choose the shape and color that you 
think is prettiest and you will have 
tho beat breed for you 


Now, however, comes the really Im- 


portant problem of the individual 
strain ot blood within the variety. The) 
difference between profit and lo**_ 
egga and no eggs lies in the individual! 
and not in the breed or variety. There1 
Is no marked difference in the prodac- 
tlon, growth and hardiness of five or 
•ix of the principal,breeds, and thero 
Is the Berne similarity betwean their, 
established varieties, but tb*ra la a. 
tremendoufi difference between 61fi*r~ 
ent flocks or Individual* ot the aame- 
variety. A poultry man who under- 
stands his business can take an or- 
dinary fiock of any standard variety 
and he can beat any similar flock of 
the same or any other variety, whlcbj 
la handled by an inexperienced or 
careless person.

Inheritance of profitable qualltlM la
